As registrar of county records, the office provides 
for supervision of the receipt, recording and filing of 
deeds, mortgages, military discharges, naturalization 
proceedings and papers, mortgage taxes and tax liens 
as well as the processing of passports.

This 
was done through the introduction of microfilming and 
new recording techniques. In the department of motor 
vehicles, a special window has been introduced for 
dealers and fleet owners eliminating a long wait for the 
owner of a single vehicle. Another section has been set 
up for written tests, which eliminates congestion at the 
windows. Another new area for vision testing further 
lessened congestion. 
Prerequisites for success in any position which deals 
with service to people is a willingness to serve you and 
knowledge of the duties which the position entails. The 
total performance of this two million dollar governmental 
operation is dependent upon many dedicated workers 
and the overall competency and reliability of an ex­ 
perienced administrator.

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Four proposed constitutional amendments will be 
voted on by the people of New York State at the gen­ 
eral election on Tuesday, November 4. 
Amendment No. 1 authorizes state and local govern­ 
ment loans for construction of hospital facilities. 
The State Department of Health reports that only 128 
of the 358 general hospitals in the state are acceptable 
by today’s health care standards. 
It also was found that many hospitals are not 
equipped physically, or structurally for the modern ad 
vances in science, medicine and hospital practice, which 
have made possible new patterns of diagnosis and treat­ 
ment. The situation is seen as one of “ great urgency” 
because of the increasing number of hospital patients 
attributed to the growth in population. Medicare, Medic­ 
aid. Blue Cross and other insurance coverage. 
Necessary renovations will run into the hundreds of 
millions of dollars and beyond the financial resources of 
voluntary nonprofit hospitals. 
The amendment would permit the State, a municipal­ 
ity or a public corporation to lend its money or credit 
for construction of hospitals regulated by law and for 
hospital facilities. 
The Legislature in anticipation that the amendment 
would be approved by the voters enacted a law per­ 
mitting long term, low interest housing finance mortgages 
to private nonprofit hospitals for construction and reno­ 
vation. 
The Housing Finance Agency will he able to 
lend money at lower rates for longer periods than com­ 
mercial sources because interest on agency bonds is ex­ 
empt from federal and state income taxes. 
The administrators of the three Ulster County hos­ 
pitals- Kingston, Benedictine and Ellenville Community 
urge passage of the proposal.

Nix o n Gets Sp eed up Cha rt 
On Viet Tro o p Withd ra wa l

When President Nixon makes 
his Nov. 3 television address 
to the nation he will ha'e 
before him several new secret 
studies which sharply revise 
upward estimates on speed 
with which American troops 
can

These studies, prepared in 
Saigon and Washington, have 
been participated in by some 
of the highest Vietnamese and 
A m e r i c a n 
military 
and 
political officals. 
They conclude that, from a 
military standpoint, it will he 
safe for Nixon to announce 
immediately the withdrawal 
of an additional 50.000 troops 
to be completed sometime in 
January, 
1970. 
This 
would 
bring 
total 
withdrawals 
to 
1 1 0.000. 
For 
1970, 
the 
conclusions 
are 
somewhat 
less precise, 
the 
writers 
of 
the 
studies 
agree that 10,000 men a month 
can certainly be safely with 
drawn 
next 
year, 
barring 
unforeseen difficulties. There 
is a strong belief, however, 
among both Vietnamese and 
American study participants, 
that withdrawals in 1970 could 
(and should) 
stretched 'o 
20.000 a month if all goes well. 
This would bring total U.S. 
withdrawals to 350,000 by Dec. 
II, 1970. 


In 
other 
words, 
these 
studies indicate it would he 
possible for the President, if 
he chooses, to withdraw from 
Vietnam 
all 
U.S. 
combat 
troops (except a few small 
highly specialized units) and 
a sizeable chunk of support 
forces as well by the end of 
1970. 
These 
studies assume, 
of 
course, 
that 
these 
military 
withdrawals 
can 
be 
safely 


made without weakening the 
security of South Vietnam. It 
must 
be 
noted 
that 
the 
Vietnamese 
participating 
in 
these studies are betting their 
lives that the conclusions are 
correct. 
( It must be noted that some 
participants, 
while 
agreeing 
with the 350,000 withdrawal 
figure 
if 
things 
go 
right, 
suggest a target date of April 
May, 
1971. 
rather 
than 
December. 1970.) 
The 
remaining 
180,000 
to 
200.000 U.S. troops (technical, 
logistics. 
supply, 
training, 
advisory and "specialty"), the 
studies 
estimate, 
could 
be 
largely phased out in 1971 and 
1972. 
However, 
it is considered 
advisable 
that 
even 
after 
December. 
1972. 
a 
small 
technical and training force 
should remain. 
These 
studies 
assume 
no 
peace 
agreement 
will 
be 
reached 
in 
Paris 
and that 
North 
Vietnamese and Viet 
Cong 
troops 
will 
continue 
fighting. If agreements prove
